brought forth. It is a monſter indeed, made up of many moge 


ſters , every limbe or part of 1t is as 1t were a {everall portent, 
preſaging without the great mercy of God, a general] ruine to 
tbis poore nation, in all that it can ſtile good ; I:wes , hves, 
religion, ſoules, govertument, order, j!enty, fatety, honour, 
and that in the ruines whereof, if not the fubitance , yet the 
beauty and comfort of all the reſt muſt neces be buried gate 
bappy peace of this Kingdome. A moziter every diy almoſt 
growing more and more monſtrous, ever 51d aron cCCntracting 
not onely more ſtature, bur {wherein it out-dces a!' the moſt 
groſſe errours of nature, if I may fo call :hem) new limbes, 
new organs, and members of confufton, anc I would it did not 
out-ſtrip them in one thing more. Nature d oth ſcldome uſe 
to maintaine her errours, and therefore though I know not 
how ſhe brings them forth, yet ſhe is not wont to give them a 
long life, which may feeme a kind of recantation of nature; 
ſhe makes haſt to ſcrape out thole blots which ſhe hath made, 
If they be long-lived it is as it were another wonder , and o 
another multiplyed errour of nature, (when 1 ſpeake of the 
errour of nature, I meane the miſapplication or diſordered 
working of ſecond cauſes,) But this, oh it hath lived too 
too long already, and yer 1t appeares to be flil] roo youthfull, 
fince it 15 not yet come unto its full ſtature. Tr 1s of ſo ſtrange 
a continuance, as well as of fad and uncouth importance, thar 
we coutt ſcarce tell whether it were a Comet or a Starre ; but 
that wee diſcover it by it's low region wherein it moves, 
and by its irregular motion, and by that blazing traine of miſ- 
chiefes at the tayle of it, to have no place amonelt the heaven» 
ly bodies , as ſome mad Aſtronomers of our age wontd per- 
{wade ns : but that, as 1t is raiſed from thoſe foggy and une 
wholſome vapours, that not:the earth or water, but even hell 
it (elſe hath beicht forth, to the confuſion and deſtruction of 
mankinae ; fo we are ſure it will not ſtill continue, but will at 
{ength walt and conſume it ſelfe, and fall downe, though with 
ſuch a ttench and evill influence, that may perhaps ſuffocate 
manv thouſands that are about it. | 


Much hath beene done, and by skilfull hands , towards the 


anatomy

«n2tomy and deſcription of this monſter ; and no wonder if 
ſome have met with damps from 1t in endeavour , like thoſe 
that open fowle and corrupted bodies, which;many times ſend 
out thoſe maligne vapours, that are ready to poyſon thoſe that 
have attempred it, I my ſelte have had my ſhare of this mif- 
chiefe, and yet when the common good calls for it, in the care 
we mult have'for the preſervation of publique dangers, though 
rowhe perill of our particular ſafeties, wee mult not delilt 
from the worke, I dare not undertake to expoſe unto your 
view all the deformities of this ſtrange prodigie. I doubt it 
hath not yer all its parts and members : whileſt it {till lives 
we can never ſay, we have-ſully decyphered it. And though 
we would very faine kill it by diſletion, yet as 1t 1s 1n the uſu- 
all praiſe of thoſe that anatomize bodies, to doit when they 
are dead ; fo you mult looke for the. perte& worke 1n the dife 
{eRion of this when it is dead roo: 1t 1s too unqunet a mon» 
fter to ſuffer it before, and too increating to: be capable 
of it. 


Beſides, the horrible compoſure of it is ſo varigus and per 
plexed, thar it is very hard to.undertake it. 


That which I have to doe at this preſent, is to ſet forth unto 
you the ſtrange- language of this beaſt. We reade of a mon= 
ſtrous begſt in the Revelation, that had a mouth given unto it 
{peaking great things, and blaſphemics: Reve/,13,5. And 
ſurely fuch 1s the language of this monſter , eſpecially in this 
ſtrange and horrid Covenant and-Oath, which they have of 
late taken-upon them , arid eammeaded unto others ; for can 
there be any greater blaſphemy-then to offer God-for ſecurity 
unto Sathan, to forge his hand and.counterfeithis ſeale, as it 
were to an obligation 'to;þinde,men over 'tg-the Devill.._ We 
reade of itasa great aggravation of finne,.that-men frame ini- 
quity by a Law ; This' they: have done too as farre as in them 
lyes, but not-content With'this, they have now-proceeded far= 
ther to frame iniquity by an Oath and-Covenanz, That as they 
K1ll mensbodjes onthe one fide, ſo'they may deiizpy ſqules too 
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(#) 
on the other; as if they would goe about to confute our Savi- 


- our, where he telleth us, that men are able onely to deſtroy the 


body, and doe no more, and ſhew thar they can in ſome ſenſe 


deſtroy both body and ſoule in hell, My defire is to lay open- 


this miſchiefe before the people, that they may take heed how 
ehey are entrapped in ſo dangerous a ſnare , wherein you muſt 
not looke for fo exatt a diſcovery as might have beene made, 
but ſuch,as I was able in great haſt to make of it, being defivous 
to apply a ſpeedy prevention, though with lefle ferious com- 
poſition unto ſo dangerous an evill, and that plainly to the ca. 
pacity of the meanelt of the people , not doubting but thar 
thoſe that have judgement will be able to diſcover more in it 
of themſelves: my ayme is-to ſhew the impiety of rhis Oath, 
which doth appeare unto us in theſe ſeverall heads. 


Firſt, it is unlawfull in the manner of it. 
Secondly, in the matter of it. 
Thirdly, in the end of it. 


Firſt, in the manner of undertaking it, as it is againſt the Au» 
thority ofthe King : And as it is an entrance into a new. League 
with a forreine Nation witheut His Majelttes conſent. 


Firſt it is againſt the Authority of the King, which we are all 
bound to maintaine , in that it is undertaken withont His Au- 
thority ; for whatſoever is undertaken without that power 
which 1s requiſite thereunto , 19 againſt that Authority : for as 
thac which cannot derive it felfe from God, who hath ſu- 
preame authority in the ordering of Religion as in all other 
chings, is againſt the fupreame and abſolute authority of God: 
So that which cannot derive it felfe fromthe King in matter of 
Government, when He is ſiipreamevunder God, rs againit the 
mrhoriey of the Kihig, and Þ an irregularand diſorderly enter- 
priſe. For as no animal motion in the body but harh its force 
and power from: the head in the body , ſo there can be no or- 
derly publike motion in the State , thar hathnot its torce and 
milence from'the King, who is faprezme Head under God - 

the

the body Politique. And herein it is againſt the Oaths of Al- 
legeance and Supremacy , which bindeth men to the obſer» 
vance and preſeryation of the Kings authority as ſuapreame. 


Secondly, it is ſinfull in the manner of it, as it is an entrance 
intoa new League with a forreine Nation, without the conſent 
of the King , who by the Law and conttitution of the Kings 
dome is of abſolute and ſupreame power in ſuch matters, at 
leaſt fo farre, that it cannot, or at leaſt ought not to be done 
without him. 


Thirdly, in the manner of taking it : if it be not lawfull, yet 
It is uncouth and ſtrange, performed by 2 ceremony of lifting 
up their hands anto God, as they call ir. But we may juſtly fay 
by lifting up their hands againſt God, fince their hands are tre- 
ly life up againſt Gods ſubllitute, and againſt that authority 
that God hath placed in him. Burt indeed this Ceremony was 
molt fir for their purpoſe, moſt correſpondent unto their drift 
and purpoſe, and deth excellently decypher that buſinefle they 
have in hand, and which they meant to (trengthen & corrobo- 
rate by this Covenant,even the lifting up of their hands againft 
the Lords annointed : which they did well not to ſweare to 
upon the Bible or Evangelilts, ſince it is a deſigne direRly con= 
trary to the whole drift of that holy Doftrine. 


But inthe ſecond place it is not onely peccant in the manner, 
either of taking or undertaking, but much more in the impor- 
tance of it, 


I might ſay ſomething of the ſtrange inverted method, 
whereby they ſhew us how they meane to turne things upfide 
downe : Priviledges of Parliament, and Liberties of Subjects, 
being put before the Authority and Perſon'of the King ; but we 
could pardon ſuch y5299 ae5rrev's as theſe, were it not come 
mitted more in their aRions than in their expreſſions. But not

W hich notwithſtanding we verily beleeye that Nation will 
hardly admit of,. © 


Secondly, it is again{t reaſon that they ſhould undertake to 
keepe that Diſcipline or Government unalterable in another 
Nation, which all ſound Chriſtians hold,ac leaſt in many things 
to be alterable, and which they themſelves (as it ſeemes by the 
forme of the Oath) durlt not undertake to ty themſelves unto; 
certainly herein they are runne into the ſelfe-ſame errour , of 
which they themſelves (if I miſtake not) taxed the late Oath 


of the Synod, and have tyed themſelves unalterably tg main= 


taine that which may and ought to be altered upon the exigen- 
cy of the Church, And fo they have bound themſelves by a 
lacred voi, not onely to a thing unneceſſary , and no Way-ac» 
ceptabie to God, in that ſingularity in which they are bound to

Nay ſurely, we 
may ſafely ſay,they have ſworn contrary one toancther in their 
ſeverall ſenſes : howſoever one hath ſaid very well of them, or 
E atleaſt of ſome of them: that they agree very well in their la* 
# ritade, that is, in ſuch termes that will ſerve all their turnes:The 
very ſtudied tricke of the holy Tridentine Counſell, But is not 
thisarch collufion with Gad,. and with one another ?.

We'heare from every quarter of the Countrey that the Kingdome 1s 
crucified between the two Armies, like Chriſt between twotheeves;

It is voiccd froin the North, that the Scots have entred Northums 
berland with a very great Armie, and that the Caveces doubting their 
ability to reſiſt, have proj: d by ſlandcrous detraRttons, and by ſee- 
ling teraiſe jelouſtes, and beget divitions berween the Nations, to 
weaken thei: hands, and make void, if it be poſiibie, the intended ef- 
fect of their Expedition: And therefore it wab-adviſed by a plain 
Country-fcllow,that to make ſuch malicious plots and indcavours un- 
ſuccciictull, we ſhould beleeve of them as we find, and hope of their 
fincere dealing with us according to their Chriltian profetlion, and 
their noble and honce{t demeanour 1n their laſt Expedition, at which 
time rheir Armie was ai Exemplarie Patterne both to us and other 
Nations of that Civility and Juſtice which onght tobe in Soldie:s and 
Commanders profeſlſing Cart, He is liable to a ſeverc jadgement 
that miſ-judgeth his brother ; but doubtlefie he expoſeth himſclte to 
2 greater condemnation that judgeth icandalouſly of a whole Nation, 
and the honeſty and faithfulneſſc of ſuch a one is juſtly to be fuſpeRed. 

Now to prevent the murmurings of thoſe ſe-ming to be o1the Par-

We arc incredibly informed fromO xford,that theKing had no conſt 
derable loſle at the $kirmith by Alborne, or at the battcl] neere New- 
Zeric, as we have been made beleeve.

& becauſe the Poets are de ao jacgpered, or run away, who were wont 
1Qther Masks to wake Godsand Goldeſſes of them, and fhametully 
toflatter them with Attributes gcither fitting to be aſcribed or accep- 
ted of ; and fome are of 0p;1110/:,that this is one of the 1nnuineravle var;

We heare not yet any particulars $ - late Ambaſſadours entertzin- 
ment at Oxfora,but wazcrs viay be laid that he (hall hare there many 
Iving vaunts of their valurous atchievements,an { untrue alleg-tion$a- 
gainſt the Parl. for what will not they aver 10 private diſcourſes, who 
are not aſhamed to belie thera in puvlique, a d tothen face e 

We are informed of many ſtrange *eraions preached every Lords. 
Cay at Court, ſome tending to P. pcric, foine to Tyrannie,or tothe en- 
courazement of theirAuditors to a turiovs proſecution of thisunnatu- 
rall War. And wc hear of as many preached 1n other placis to as 1}l 
purpoſes another way : Inſomuch that the well-a#:ctcd Countrey 
people are per{waded,that it God had not by the Parliaments wiſdem 
and their exemplaric loyaltie cauſed thoſe talſe Prophets to diff. mble 
their ſceret deſires, many of them (it they have not done it already) 
- would have preached Treaſon,and ammatcd to that Rebellion where 
of weare falſly accuſed,by the promoters of Tyrannir,b. cauſe we wil 
not deſert the reality of Allegeance to ptoffſc and practice the bare 
complements thereof to the deſtruRion both of. our Licge Lord, His 
Kingdoms, and our f: lves.

Popith or debauched Schollers, ſecking or poſſeſſing preferment by 
complying with ſuperſtion or prophanenes ; Luxurious Gallants and

To theſe 1- yon adde a wanrdring Prince or two,foine 
L.o-ds (and ſuch Communders as become theſe Regiuncnts) you have 
that maſfle, out of which you may marihall upthat Army ; hich op-_ 
poſcti our King and Parliament. 

Weare @rtified that ſome are much troubled to perceive ſo many 
men,whoare learned, ſeemingly honelt, wiſe, religtous and confci- 
viable of the right way, and of thoſe rhings which tend to the glory 
of God,the peace of their countty,and the prevention of Antichriſtian 
deſiunes, ſhonld now be queltioned as Apottatizers and fallers away 
from their brit love and proteflion, inthis time of triall, and of our *” 
great necd of their afſiſiance,&excmplary conſtancy.

ford, burthey were onely Sir Fohns Troopes bringing him 
home, the Cavaliers having notasyet becn in Hartfordſhire ar 
all : There was alto a Capraine pur to his ſhifrs, who to avoid 
being taken priſoner, put off his fine clothes, and got a leather 
jute, hig': ſhoes, anJ a frocke, and turned Oſtler, bur being

It is werthy obſervation, that he who was a nfbſt deteſtable
